St. Michael, Md., Ju ne 26 .—The last 
tragic chapter in a story of crime u n­ 
paralleled In this section of the cou n­ 
try was written when the man accu sed 
of the heartless mu rder of pretty lit­ 
tle May Edith Thompson Woodill, flee­ 
ing In a sk iff from a posse of deter­ 
mined, relentless pu rsu ers—stood for 
a moment facing the men who 
had 
cornered him on the waters of a nar­ 
row creek , then fired a bu llet crash­ 
ing into his heart and fell a lifeless 
lu mp into the bottom of the boat which 
he hoped wou ld carry him to a land­ 
ing where flight might be possible. 
Tak ing his fate into his own hands 
and blotting ou t u ntold the stories of 
the death of a girl who had mov ed in 
the highest social circles of Baltimore, 
Washington and Los Angeles—a beau ­ 
tifu l, talented girl who had been a 
protege of Ly man J. Gage, and of 
former Gov ernor Frank Brown, of this 
state—the man k nown here as Emmet 
E. Roberts, bu t who in reality was 
Robert Emmet Eastman, a failed brok ­ 
er of the Consolidated Stock Ex hange 
of New York , passed bey ond the reach 
of the law, and with his going there 
v anished the hope of clearing u p the 
motiv e and the baffling details of this 
strange tragedy . 
In order to inv estigate clu es offered 
by letters fou nd in Eastman’s posses­ 
sion, 
the 
coroner 
has 
postponed 
fu rther inq u est into the death of Mrs. 
Woodill. A witnesses has been fou nd 
who Is 
said to hav e 
ov erheard the 
v oices of 
persons 
merry mak ing in 
Eastman’s bu ngalow Su nday night. 
Among the v oices the man is said to 
hav e recognized that of Mrs. Woodill. 
A letter fou nd on Eastman’s body , 
addressed to Miss Vinnie Bradcome, 
care of Klaw & Erlanger, the theatri­ 
cal managers, In New York , gav e East­ 
man’s ill-su stained ex cu se for the 
crime. It was a rambling accou nt of 
how he had been ou t in a lau nch with 
a party of men and women, all of 
whom had 
been drink ing to 
ex cess 
with the ex ception of himself and Mrs. 
Woodill; of how one of the women in 
a fit of jealou s frenzy had attack ed 
Mrs. Woodill with a wine bottle and 
k illed her; how the remainder of the 
party had tak eh flight, leav ing him to 
dispose of the body and how, as a 
means 
of 
escape 
from all of 
his 
trou bles the writer had decided to end 
his life. Eastman ask ed Miss Brad- 
come to hu rry to Mary land to tak e 
charge of his body and his property . 
The au thorities, 
after a thorou gh 
Inv estigation 
apparently hav e 
cast 
Wide this theory of the death of the 


j girl. The first word receiv ed from Miss 
| Bradcome conv ey ed 
the 
somewhat 
j baffling 
information that she k new 
; nothing of a Mr. Roberts or of East- 
I man. Under fu rther q u estioning, how- 
| ev er, at New York , the woman ad­ 
mitted that she was Eastman’s wife. 
I She said they were married in Janu ­ 
ary , 1908, bu t that she had liv ed with 
I him only fiv e day s. 
As for motiv es, many hav e been ad- 
! v anced. That Eastman was infatu ated 
with the girl was well k nown. She ‘in 
tu rn, it wou ld seem, was fascinated by 
him at times and possibly frightened 
by his attentions. In a note addressed 
to “Dear Wobby ” declining to see him 
at the particu lar time; bu t not wish­ 
ing to anger him she said : 
“It is only an intermittent deliriu m, 
any how, and y ou had better go and 
wash y ou r dishes.’ ” 
After this Eastman ev idently pre­ 
v ailed on the girl to v isit his farm, 
which was near that of her foster 
father’s, to see the new bu ngalow 
arhich he had bu ilt. The girl met East­ 
man Satu rday , was seen to leav e the 
j McDaniel wharf in a lau nch with him 
| and Wednesday her nu de body was 
fou nd floating on the su rface of Rose 
sreek , 
cru dely tied to a rope 
and 
weighted with iron and brick s. 
Mrs. Woodill, 
the wife of Gilbert 
Woodill, an au tomobile dealer in Los 
Angeles who had been on a v isit to 
her relativ es, had intended leav ing in 
a few day s to rejoin her hu sband, to 
whom she was ostensibly happily mar­ 
ried. 
Jealou sy , indu ced by the fact 
that she was so sobn to go away , is 
strik ingly 
foremost In the list 
of 
theories. The crime may hav e been 
meditated or it may hav e been the 
resu lt of a su dden frenzy and attack 
In the lonely bu ngalow. 
There were 
av ldences of a stru ggle in the bu nga- 
law—a 
bloody sheet, some 
blood 
Itained 
boards, 
some 
half bu rned 
; clothing—bu t the real story of the 
| bu ngalow can nev er now be k nown. 
Eastman, according to the informa- 
jtion receiv ed here failed in New York 
last y ear, was arrested twice in Chi- j 
cago last Au gu st for grand larceny and ! 
since that time had been a fu gitiv e 
from ju stice. 
"Wall street nev er witnessed a more 
complete ru in 
than I,” Eastman 
it 
I qu oted as say ing in New York . 


WAY TO ESTABLISH 
BASIS FOR DAMAGES 


India na Sc hool Boa rd Re c e iv e s 


a Bit ol Le ga l Adv ic e . 


Indianapolis, Ju ne 26 .—In order to 
find a basis for ascertaining damages 
resu lting from a refu sal of the Mac­ 
millan company to continu e to fu rnish 
the Tarr & McMu rray Introdu ctory 
geographies for the pu blic schools of 
the state, according to the terms of 
the contract u nder which the book s 
hav e been fu rnished for fiv e y ears, 
it will be necessary for the state board 
of school book commissioners to enter 
into a contract for introdu ctory geo­ 
graphies at the best price av ailable, 
according to an opinion deliv ered by 
Attorney General Bingham to Robert 
J. Aley , state su perintendent of pu b­ 
lic instru ction and president of the 
board. The opinion was ask ed at the 
req u est of the board to ascertain 
whether or not anr action 
whic h miirht 


be tak en against the Macmillan com­ 
pany wou ld react to the inju ry of the 
state if the board were to adv ertise 
and accept additional bids for intro­ 
du ctory geographies. 
The attorney general gav e it as his 
opinion that the board mu st u se rea­ 
sonable haste in an effort to prov ide 
book s to tak e the place of those being 
fu rnished by the Macmillan company 
u nder the former contract, as the bond 
of the fu rnishing concern wou ld only 
hold for a reasonable length of time. 
The attorney general holds that the 
old contract is continu ed, bu t only for 
so long a time as u ntil the board shall 
declare that a rev ision shafl be or­ 
dered or a new book contracted for, 
and that the Macmillan company is 
req u ired to su pply the book s at the 
contract price for only su ch a period 
after ihe fiv e-y ear contract has ex ­ 
pired as is necessary for the board, 
with reasonable haste, to adopt a book 
in Its place, or continu e the same 
book u nder a new contract. 
“If the beard wishes to continu e to 
u se an introdu ctory geography ,” con­ 
clu des the attorney general, “it mu st 
proceed with reasonable dispatch to 
let a new contract.”

Av iation ex perts regret that neither 
the Wright nor the Herring machine 
will be represented in today ’s flights 
or attempted flights. 
The tests of 
their machine at Fort My er hav e k ept 
the famou s fly ing brothers bu sy , and 
A. M. Herring has also been engaged 
in interesting the gov ernment in his 
aeroplane. Of the machines at Morris 
park the one that carries most of the 
hopes of the av iators is Glenn H. Cu r­ 
tiss’ aeroplane, specially constru cted 
for the Aeronau tic society ’s tests. The 
preliminary trials of Mr. Cu rtiss’ ma­ 
chine hav e been satisfactory In the 
main, and his v ictory in today ’s con­ 
tests wou ld cau se little su rprise. 
Dis tribution of the Prize s . 
The committee of 
the Aerou au tlc 
society in charge of the prize fu nd 
will award a $2,000 prize to the ma­ 
chine which has nev er made a pu blic 
flight that mak es a su ccessfu l circu it 
of the Morris park cou rse, abou t one 
and three-fou rths miles, or that re­ 
mains in the air ten minu tes. For a 
machine going less than this distance, 
bu t 5,000 feet or more, $1,000 will be 
awarded, or the same amou nt for re­ 
maining sev en and a half minu tes in 
the air. 
Lesser amou nts are to be awarded 
for lesser distances, bu t the prov ision 
was made that all members of the so­ 
ciety who su cceed In fly ing 500 feet 
will receiv e prizes of $250.
